yers for William Sulzer will probably 
have evolved a definite line of defense 
out of the maze of uuceitainty and dis 
sension that for souie days has sur- 
rounded their cause

governor's court staff who remained 
here, were busy men, Mr Umman par- 
ticularly, for on him devolves rlie 
presentation of Sulzer's case to the 
court 
While exhausted, Mr Hmman is 


"not si( k abed." as he himself has put 
It. He is troubled with nervousness 
and luck of sleep 
The failure of Sul 


zer heretofore to give his full confl 
dence to his attorneys has not had the 
effect of quieting the ner\ph of the 
men who are making the ,hght for him 
in court 
Now, however, he is said to 


be willing to tell a little moie 


The time tor calling Sulzer has not 


yet been decided upon 
It is thought, 


howe\er, that he will be heard in the 
early stages of the defense. 
From 


present indications the first important 
witness to be called for Sulzer will be 
Sarecky, his former financial agent— 
or, as Sarecky himself styles it, his 
•campaign ngent"—and that an effort 
will be made to make him "the goat." 


The prosecution won one of the clev 


crest victories of the trial in getting 
ts Sarecky evidence before the court 
John B. Stanchfleld was allowed to 
read into the record that part of Sa 
recky's testimony before the Frawley 
committee which concerned his refusa 
:o answer questions about campaign 
funds. 


Prosecution Wary of Sarecky. 


The prosecution had no great deslr* 


to call Barecky as Its witness, ever 
though it had subpoenaed him. Ha 
It done so It could not, of course, hav 
attacked his credibility. With Sa 
reeky on the stand for the other side 
however, the case will be different 


It is believed that the Sulzer defense, 


so far as Sarecky's testimony Is con- 
cerned, will be to throw on him the 
full responsibility for making out the 
alleged fraudulent campaign state- 
ment Sarecky had an account made 
up of Snlzer campaign checks of about 
$18,000. It will be urged for Snlzer 
that the candidate drew on this fund 
for his expenses and that he kept-no 
track of Its details. He relied on his 
agent to keep him within the law's 
limit as far as expenditures were con- 
cerned. If too much money was spent 
or If contributions came In that were 
eft unrecorded in the statement of ex- 
penses and receipts it was Sarecky's 
tault, not Sulzer's. 


There is good ground for the state- 


ment that Sulzer, who never has been 
known as a spendthrift of funds given 
to him for any campaign he has run, 
really spent about $10,000 in the guber 
nutorial campaign. Of this there were 
large sums that could hardly be set 
down as strictly campaign expenses, 
but they were laid out for things inci- 
dental to the campaign. 


Sareoky Will Stand by Sulzer. 


All of this money came out of the 


checks deposited In Sarecky's name. 
The prosecution, it is thought, will not 
concern Itself so much about this fund 
as It will about the elevation of Sa- 
recky to a $4,000 a year state Job from 
an $1,800 Job at the time he was re 
fusing to nswer questions before the 
Frawley committee. Sarecky owes 
much to Sulzer, and it is said that Sul- 
zer owes not a little to him 


Anothei prospective witness for Sul 


zer is Frederick L. Colwell, who ran 
the now famous "account No. 500" 
with the brokerage firm of Harris & 
Gray. A member of the firm has tes 
tifled that Colwell told him the ac 
count was Sulzer's 
Colwell is now in 


a sanitarium. 
Whether the defense 


will have him here is a question.

When Structure Began to Sag Warn- 


mgi Were Inued and Everybody Got 
Out—Many Above Were Crushed and 
Trampled In Mad Rush Through 
Narrow Exit. 


New York, Oct. 4 —More than a do»- 


eu people were injured by the collapse 
of a gallery In Clairmout hall, at 02 
East One Hundred and Sixth street, 
which had been pressed into service as 
a temporary synagogue in consequence 
of the Jewish New Year services 
There were 800 people in the little hall 
when the accident happened, and the 
only reason more were not hurt was 
the slowness with which the gallery's 
wooden supports gave way under the 
overload to which they bad been sub 
jected. 


When the first creak of straining 


timbers was heard above the voice, of 
Rabbi N. Tanenbaum the congrega- 
tion began to scramble, and had it not 
been for the presence of Dave Hovtes, 
a special watchman, who managed to 
control to some extent the rush for 
the narrow exit, many more would 
have been hurt 
When th"re was no 


watchman on duty there were just as 
many people in the hall, and Hovibs 
declared that if the accident had hap 
pened then a different tale would have 
been told 
Many of those who were 


slightly hurt received their injuries iu 
the first rush, in which men bit and 
kicked and women were trampled uu 
der foot 
Few were actually hurt by 


the collapse of the gallery because it 
settled so gradually. 


Many In Gallery. 


People had been packed in the nar- 
ow gallery which ran around the first 
oor without regard to numbers. They 
vere packed as close together as they 
ould sit Yet there was not a single 
illar to support this gallery, which 
an in oval shape around the room, 
perhaps ten or fifteen feet above the 
oor. 
Examination of the wreckage 


fterward failed to reveal any trace of 
teel work In the supports. The whole 
>alcony was a flimsy structure of 
wood, carried on wooden beams, which 
irojerted out from the wall. 
Notwithstanding this, according to 
he most moderate estimate, there 
were 200 people In this gallery, and 
lovlss said that there were 860. He 
also asserted that there were at least 
50 people on the main floor.

dence to his attorneys has not had the 
effect of quieting the ner\ph of the 
men who are making the ,hght for him 
in court 
Now, however, he is said to 


be willing to tell a little moie 


The time tor calling Sulzer has not 


yet been decided upon 
It is thought, 


howe\er, that he will be heard in the 
early stages of the defense. 
From 


present indications the first important 
witness to be called for Sulzer will be 
Sarecky, his former financial agent— 
or, as Sarecky himself styles it, his 
•campaign ngent"—and that an effort 
will be made to make him "the goat." 


The prosecution won one of the clev 


crest victories of the trial in getting 
ts Sarecky evidence before the court 
John B. Stanchfleld was allowed to 
read into the record that part of Sa 
recky's testimony before the Frawley 
committee which concerned his refusa 
:o answer questions about campaign 
funds. 


Prosecution Wary of Sarecky. 


The prosecution had no great deslr* 


to call Barecky as Its witness, ever 
though it had subpoenaed him. Ha 
It done so It could not, of course, hav 
attacked his credibility. With Sa 
reeky on the stand for the other side 
however, the case will be different 


It is believed that the Sulzer defense, 


so far as Sarecky's testimony Is con- 
cerned, will be to throw on him the 
full responsibility for making out the 
alleged fraudulent campaign state- 
ment Sarecky had an account made 
up of Snlzer campaign checks of about 
$18,000. It will be urged for Snlzer 
that the candidate drew on this fund 
for his expenses and that he kept-no 
track of Its details. He relied on his 
agent to keep him within the law's 
limit as far as expenditures were con- 
cerned. If too much money was spent 
or If contributions came In that were 
eft unrecorded in the statement of ex- 
penses and receipts it was Sarecky's 
tault, not Sulzer's. 


There is good ground for the state- 


ment that Sulzer, who never has been 
known as a spendthrift of funds given 
to him for any campaign he has run, 
really spent about $10,000 in the guber 
nutorial campaign. Of this there were 
large sums that could hardly be set 
down as strictly campaign expenses, 
but they were laid out for things inci- 
dental to the campaign. 


Sareoky Will Stand by Sulzer. 


All of this money came out of the 


checks deposited In Sarecky's name. 
The prosecution, it is thought, will not 
concern Itself so much about this fund 
as It will about the elevation of Sa- 
recky to a $4,000 a year state Job from 
an $1,800 Job at the time he was re 
fusing to nswer questions before the 
Frawley committee. Sarecky owes 
much to Sulzer, and it is said that Sul- 
zer owes not a little to him 


Anothei prospective witness for Sul 


zer is Frederick L. Colwell, who ran 
the now famous "account No. 500" 
with the brokerage firm of Harris & 
Gray. A member of the firm has tes 
tifled that Colwell told him the ac 
count was Sulzer's 
Colwell is now in 


a sanitarium. 
Whether the defense 


will have him here is a question.

New York, Oct. 4 —More than a do»- 


eu people were injured by the collapse 
of a gallery In Clairmout hall, at 02 
East One Hundred and Sixth street, 
which had been pressed into service as 
a temporary synagogue in consequence 
of the Jewish New Year services 
There were 800 people in the little hall 
when the accident happened, and the 
only reason more were not hurt was 
the slowness with which the gallery's 
wooden supports gave way under the 
overload to which they bad been sub 
jected. 


When the first creak of straining 


timbers was heard above the voice, of 
Rabbi N. Tanenbaum the congrega- 
tion began to scramble, and had it not 
been for the presence of Dave Hovtes, 
a special watchman, who managed to 
control to some extent the rush for 
the narrow exit, many more would 
have been hurt 
When th"re was no 


watchman on duty there were just as 
many people in the hall, and Hovibs 
declared that if the accident had hap 
pened then a different tale would have 
been told 
Many of those who were 


slightly hurt received their injuries iu 
the first rush, in which men bit and 
kicked and women were trampled uu 
der foot 
Few were actually hurt by 


the collapse of the gallery because it 
settled so gradually. 


Many In Gallery. 


People had been packed in the nar- 
ow gallery which ran around the first 
oor without regard to numbers. They 
vere packed as close together as they 
ould sit Yet there was not a single 
illar to support this gallery, which 
an in oval shape around the room, 
perhaps ten or fifteen feet above the 
oor. 
Examination of the wreckage 


fterward failed to reveal any trace of 
teel work In the supports. The whole 
>alcony was a flimsy structure of 
wood, carried on wooden beams, which 
irojerted out from the wall. 
Notwithstanding this, according to 
he most moderate estimate, there 
were 200 people In this gallery, and 
lovlss said that there were 860. He 
also asserted that there were at least 
50 people on the main floor.
